Professor of Art History and Director of the Univer- 
sity Printroom, the State University of Leiden, will lecture on "The Stylistics of 
Falsification" Sunday, October 8, at 3:30 p.m. He is a member of the Royal Netherlands 
Academy of Science, and author of the DUTCH PORTRAYAL OF HISTORY. 

On Sunday, October 15, at 3:30 p.m., 5EN0R JOSE GUDIOL . Director of the 
Amatller Institute of Spanish Art, Barcelona, will discuss "The Technique of Goya 
through His Sketches." He is author of ARS HISPANIAE.
